Skin Cancer 
Spreading

The latest statistics on skin 
cancer are by themselves 
alarming. This year more 
than 600,000 Americans will 
be diagnosed with skin can¬ 
cer, up 50 percent from 400,000 
in 1980; an average of 9,000 
Americans will die from skin 
cancer this year. 

Passion for the sun’s rays 
has been a cultural fixation 
in America since the 1920s. 
Dark complexions and tans 
were on the rise, and people 
revealed themselves more and 
more to the sun as the dec¬ 
ades passed. 

Researchers at Yale have 
confirmed that skin cancer 
begins with ultraviolet rays 
penetrating skin cells, damag¬ 
ing a gene in the process. 
Ultraviolet rays have been a 
likely agent in a direct im¬ 
pact on cancerous genes. Ra¬ 
diation fouls the normal cell 
growth and it cannot perform 
it’s daily functions. Affected 
cells begin in a cycle which 
cannot be controlled; they di¬ 
vide, and the result is a can¬ 
cerous tissue. 

100,000 Americans each year 
are diagnosed with a precan- 
cerous growth. If you care 
for yourself, recognize these 
facts and also prevent your¬ 
self from becoming one of 
these statistics.

Manatee 

Endangered

The West Indian manatee 
is an endangered species. 
Only about 1,200 remain in 
the United States, and that is 
the majority. In an effort to 
recognize the manatee’s ex¬ 
istence and to prevent it from 
distinction, let us first get to 
know it’s features and char¬ 
acteristics. 

A manatee is a large aqua¬ 
tic mammal resembling a seal. 
They seem to carry themselves 
at a slow pace. They have 
pin-prick eyes, pudgy bodies, 
and puddle-shaped tails to aid 
them in motion when in 
water. Measuring 7 to 12 
feet, and weighing from 1,000 
to 3,000 pounds at most, they 
are able to consume 60 to 100 
pounds of aquatic plants a 
day.
